Note the color shade contrasts of the above two proof sets. The first set is dull frosted and more desirable due to 
the clear sharp details. To assemble such a set is difficult, time consuming and expensive. It is seldom a set would con- 
tain more than one frosted coin, to assemble a complete set, many sets would have to be checked to see if they contain 
any frosted ones and broken up if they do. 

A frosted coin is the name referred to by many collectors, this coin is the result of the using of a new die, the 
incused engraving of the portrait and lettering is never polished only the field part. As the die is in use it tends to 
polish itself the (incused engraving) from the extreme high pressure, thus result is the regular proof set. 

You may have noticed many early proof coins have this dull grayish frost seldom fully glossed. This is the re- 
sult of a low issue, the dies didn’t get a chance to polish itself. The Chief Coiner of the Philadelphia Mint reported 
2,572 dies were used in the striking of the 1,247,952, 1957 proof sets. 

Canada chrome plates their dies so that the frost appearance is struck many times longer. They don’t strike proof 
sets but refer to their issue as “Proof Like”. 


Contrary to the beliefs of many ardent collectors, proof sets are not struck, they are manufactured. Striking or 
struck is referred to the number of pieces.

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“Lire” Tabulations Take On Significance 


By Harold Don Allen 
(All Rights Reserved by the Author) 


A significant and readable picture of the Allied Military Cur- 
rency circulation in Italy during and after World War II is shaping 
up through combined efforts of collectors interested in these colour- 
ful, accessible series. 


The following tabulation of “highs” and “lows” of serial numbers 
in private collections will interest the specialist by virtue both of the 
inherent fascination of serial numbers on paper currency and of the 
information the tabulation reveals, heretofore unavailable, about 
the relative quantities issued in the various series and denomin- 
ations. 


The “1943-A” series differs basically from the “1943” in that it 
incorporates the denomination in words, and certain ornamental 
devices designed to prevent alteration of the notes. One reader pos- 
sessing ‘‘1943” issues raised to higher values, indicating that the 
introduction of the “1943-A” sequence was brought about by neces- 
sity. 


The 1 lira and 2 lire values, it will be noted, exist only in the 
“1943” series. 


The four commonest denominations, the 5, 10, 50 and 100 lire, 
were issued in such quantities that the 100,000,000 notes of their 
respective A-A series were followed by an A-B series and in the 
case of the 100 lire, by a further series, A-C. These A-B and A-C 
notes are relatively seldom seen in certain number ranges, but this 
may reflect the fact that these numbers were being released at a 
time when few troops were returning from Europe. 


Both the 1 lira and 10 lire series are reported as “‘star’’ replace- 
ment notes, with serial numbers of the form*-A. There is every 
reason to believe that these notes, quite elusive, would correspond 
to “star” bills of the United States and the scarce Canadian “aster- 
isk” series. One reader reports possession of several of the star notes 
in sequence, as well as a number of “freaks’’ relating to these mili- 
tary currency series. 


These notes are understood to have been produced by the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, Washington, and their serial numbers 
are in digits identical with those on certain high denomination 
United States revenue stamps. 


The tabulations which follow reflect years of collecting activity 
on the part of well-known specialists in paper money. Mr. Amon 
Carter, Jr., of Fort Worth, Texas, has developed an extensive col- 
lection of these, and related, series. Capt. Kenneth C. Levin, Ft. Ord, 
California, has considerable unique material in his collection. 
Thomas L. Bain, Dallas, Texas, M/Sgt. Roy L. Butler, Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, and Dwight L. Musser, Dunbar, West Virginia, also 
have contributed important information, as have at least twenty 
other readers, in widely-scattered parts of Canada and the United 
States. 

Information on the two highest denominations, the 500 and 1,000 
lire, remains less conclusive than might be desired, for few collectors 
have been successful in locating both varietie: of these more 
elusive series.

effect. Highly approprite to the occasion is the use of the figure of 
Athene, the patron goddess of the fine arts. Ships and the harbor 
appear in the background; on one side of the goddess sits the Cal- 
ifornia bear, and her shield on the other side features Eureka, the 
motto of the state. Such admirable work and known to so few! 


It is my carefully considered judgment that the commemora- 
tives should have been minted in numbers large enough to acquaint 
the public with them; that they should not have been issued strictly 
for collectors, and that they should have fallen into the category of 
circulated coins. It seems to me that such action would have resulted 
in much greater good for all of us. Surely it cannot be urged that 
we ever lacked the means of so doing. 


Another factor also should be considered. I am not aware as to 
how well our commemoratives happen to be known abroad. But be- 
ing of generally such miniscule issue, I should imagine not very well 
and this is yet another way in which we have lost out. There are 
any number of people in the world who appreciate beautiful coins 
and I see no reason why we should have hidden our light under a 
bushel. A piece such as the one of Texas would have given us great 
credit abroad and would have made it known that we have artists 
who rank among the best that the world of today affords. 


One other thing that puzzles me centres about the fact that all 
3 mints frequently put out the same coin, the only difference being 
in the mint mark. I sincerely hope that it was not done to create an 
artificial scarcity. We are also assured that a good many of the coins 
were melted and never put to use of any kind, not even for col- 
lectors, a waste of time and effort which I find hard to condone. 
Because different mint marks do not impress all collectors, there- 
fore type collecting has been common. Nor do I see reason why the 
commemoratives should have been now and then issued in sets. 


Let it be understood that my remarks about commmeoratives 
are not to be construed as being in the nature of purely hostile crit- 
icism. My own coin collecting career began in Mobile, Alabama, 
when my attention was for the first time brought to these pieces. 
To say that I was astonished in seeing them is a masterpiece of un- 
derstatement. I found it hard to believe that I had lived in this 
country all my life and yet knew nothing whatever of the coins 
which we have used to mark events in our history. Indeed, I was 
left with the unflattering feeling of ignorance. 


Nor do I wish to close upon a note of complete pessimism. Beat- 
ing our breasts over the past is of no avail. And the well known say- 
ing that after the horse is stolen, and et cetera, no doubt applies. 
But whatever has been true of the past, certainly there is nothing 
to keep us from doing better in the future. And mistakes do have 
their uses inasmuch as we are supposed to learn from them. Nobody 
wishes better for future commemoratives than I do.

The softest kind of money is, 
of course, printing press money - 
such as the Continental currency 
of the Revolutionary War days 
and the “greenbacks” of the Civil 
War. No one today is an outright 
advocate of printing press money 
But there are many who advocate 
what is in essence the same 
thing. These people believe that 
the Federal Reserve System 
should return to the discredited 
and highly inflationary practice 
of supporting the prices of Gov- 
ernment bonds — to keep inter- 
est rates down — in the same 
way that was done during and 
after World War II. Every dollar 
that the Federal Reserve puts 
out in this way is a high-powered 
dollar, providing the basis for a 
$6 growth in the money supply. 
Such action would spawn the 
very inflation that ultimately 
shoots interest rates through the 
ceiling. Fear of inflation discour- 
ages investors from _ buying 
bonds; it encourages borrowers 
to seek credit. Thus, the demand 
for money rises and the supply 
subsides. Interest rates go up. 

Consequently, removal of the 
4-% percent ceiling on new issues 
of long-term Treasury bonds, by 
permitting the Treasury to man- 
age the debt in the least infla- 
tionary way, would actually work 
for lower — not higher — in- 
terest rates. 

Today, the American people 
must make a decision. They can 
choose artifically low interest 
rates created by soft money, and 
accept the inflation that results. 
The other choice, which I trust 
they will adopt, is to support 
flexible interest rates, and thus 
fight inflation. The latter course 
will lead to healthy, long-lasting, 
and rewarding growth.

S. COINS SOUND AS SIL- 
VER SAYS CITIZEN PANEL 


There were no tin dimes, plug- 
ged quarters or shaved half- 
dollars among the 356,391,772 sil- 
ver coins struck in 1959 at the 
mints in Philadelphia and Denver. 

The United States Assay Com- 
mission, a little-known body of 
representative citizens from all 
sections of the country, gave the 
mintage a clean bill of health 
after going through the tradition- 
al “trial of the pyx,” a collection 
of coins plucked at random from 
the production lines at the two 
mints. 

The annual ceremony to- 
day’s was the 168th—is required 
by law of 1792. 

As required by law, the pyx 
held two quarters and two half- 
dollars from each batch of 50,000 
such coins, along with two dimes 
from each 100,000 produced. 

After checking the number of 
coins in the pyx, the Assay Com- 
mission weighed a few on glass- 
enclosed scales calibrated to

per, a tolerance of 6/1000th be- 
ing allowed. 


The Assay Commission is ap- 
pointed by the President for one 
day of Government service. It 
varies in number from year to 
year and its members serve with- 
out pay or expenses.

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How To Detect Bogus Coins

With the Numismatic hobby enjoying a popularity that is 
reaching into every corner of the United States, with new collectors 
and new clubs coming into existence with each passing day, we are 
beginning to see a change coming over the average collector. He is 
now seeing his collection from a view point of greed rather than an 
enjoyable hobby offering him unlimited knowledge while achieving 
a welcomed relation from his daily chores. He now buys a coin with 
little interest for his own personal collection, but rather with the 
idea of what it will return in profits at the next auction, meeting, 
or what a fellow hobbiest will offer. This being the case in most in- 
stances, with greed prevailing, the collector of this type is unwit- 
tingly creating a market for the counterfeit coin, be it altered, 
stamped, or casted. 


It is one thing to over pay on a genuine coin because at least 
you stand a good chance of recuperating your money over a period 
of time, but, to be stuck with a bogus coin and more so if a good 
price was paid for it. It discourages a possible active collector trom 
continuing on with this fine hobby when he has been duped in a 
coin transaction. 


It is inerefore the purpose of this article to instill some know- 
ledge on casted coins so that the average collector will know what 
to look for, and possibly save himself from becoming a potential 
victim. There are a number of ways that a coin can be casted. We 
will elaborate “‘HAND CASTED COINS.” This involves the least 
work, less money invested, and would involve no other person but 
the actual counterfeiter himself, thereby offering a maximum mar- 
gin of security. 


A combination of metals may be used to produce the bogus coin, 
with lead and pewter prevailing. Both have a low melting point re- 
quiring only 327.5c making it possible to melt on any home gas 
range. To the lead a certain amount of Antimony is sometimes 
added, which makes the alloy harder. The same thing applies to 
pewter which is chiefly of tin and lead. To these metals others are 
sometimes added, such as copper, which makes the alloy harder and 
will give it a full and rich sound. Another effect Antimony has, is 
that it will give the bogus coin a silvery luster. Any and all of the 
above metals are used either singularly or in combinations in each 
other, depending upon the dexterity of the counterfeiter. 


The casted coin in almost every instance will not have a reeded 
edge, as a reeded edge would be next to impossible to duplicate, due 
to the fact that the pouring gate and tail gate (air escape) must be 
filled down to an even surface to eliminate the rough edge that was 
caused when the gates were sawed or broken from the coin. When 
examining a coin that you may have doubts of, be sure to look for 
tell tale marks, such as an uneven edge, a partial missed seam, 
where the two molds came together, or an over lap of metal along 
the middle of the rim. Remember, a stamped coin is even and reg- 
ular all around its edge. 


A two piece mold is usually held together by a “C’’ clamp with 
a bolt or nail in the center of one side of the mold, which acts as an 
axil so as to rotate the mold during the actual pouring. Here is 
where the counterfeiter must exercise care, for if there is any hesi- 
tation in his pour, they will show in his casting as ‘Cold Shots” 
which would more or less look like die breaks, only that they would 
be incused rather than raised lines. To help overcome this possibility, 
smoke may be used. This is a lighting of a gasoline torch which is 
then held under both molds so that the smoke may thereby flow up 
and into the face creating a thin layer of powder allowing the metal 
to flow much smoother, but, in so doing, and if too much smoke is 
used, there may appear “Spit Marks.” These “Spit Marks” are tiny 
holes on either side of the coin. The tiny holes can also be caused 
by the metal being too hot, or impurities entering the mold before 
or during the pouring. 




















After a coin has been casted, and depending upon its represen- 
tation, it may require some sort of plating, usually copper. This is 
followed by aging. Here is another sign to look for to detect the 
bogus coin. If you look close enough, you may find spots on the coin 
where the basic metal may start to show through the plating. More 
so, be sure to check the edge, for here is where the coin is handled 
mostly and is almost sure to show. In every coin that I have seen 
to be counterfeit (Casted Coins), I have seen on the average close 
to Ninety Percent favoring colonial and ancient coins. I have seen 
some very crude pieces bought as genuine that I am sure if the buy- 
ers had a little of the above information would not have purchased. 
So I can only add to the above—exercise extreme caution in a coin 
that is selling at bargain prices, especially if you have little know- 
ledge of that particular series. Don’t let greed blind you, and above 
all, remember that tired but true saying .... If you don’t know

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SOLD ‘RARE COINS’ JAILED NINE MONTHS 


Toronto Star, Canada 

When Lorne V. Snow, 31, of Ottawa, sold two “rare coins” at 
$200 each, it looked like a bargain. 

A coin expert told a court today coins of the type these were 
supposed to be are worth from $500 to $3,500. 

But today the collectors who bought the bargains testified they'd 
been had. 

The coins had been altered, were not authentic, they said. 

Snow, who pleaded not guilty to all charges, was given nine 
months defiinite and three indeterminate on each of two charges 
of uttering defaced coins, and six months on each of two charges 
of fraud. All sentences are to run concurrently. A fifth charge of 
defacing coins was dismissed. 

Snow admitted a criminal record of 12 convictions ending in 1952. 

Two coin collectors, Jack Palmer of Dowling Ave. and Irving 
Lepidus of Queen St. E., testified they had purchased coins. Mr. 
Palmer stated he paid $200 for a ‘1921 50-cent piece,’’ and Mr. 
Lepiedus said he paid $200 for a ‘1936 dot penny.” 

James Charlton, owner of the Canadian Coin Co., testified the 
market value for an authentic 1921 50-cent piece was between $500 
and $3,500, depending on its condition, and between $500 and $2,000 
for a 1936 dot penny. 





Counterfeiters Fool Collectors 


MOUNTIES PROBING COIN RACKET 
Globe-Mail, Toronto, Canada 


Royal Canadian Mounted Police are investigating a report that 
a gang of rare coin counterfeiters has fleeced dozens of Toronto coin 
collectors of thousands of dollars in the past 10 days. 

A coin dealer, Albert Rosen, 33, said last night the coins he has 
seen are excellent and could fool an expert. Operator of the Toronto 
Coin Centre, Mr. Rosen said a man tried to sell him a 1921 half 
dollar, worth about $3,000, and a 1936 dot one-cent piece, valued up 
to $1,200. 

After examining them, he said he offered to have them tested 
for authenticity, but the man took his coins and hurried from the 
shop. Mr. Rosen said he learned later that a private collector paid 
$200 for a similar half-dollar. 

A fake one-cent coin was bought by another Toronto dealer for 
$200. But Mr. Rosen said the dealer paid for it with a postdated 
cheque. It was presented to the bank by the coin pusher two days 
ago, but the dealer was in the bank at the same time and grabbed 
the cheque. The man escaped, Mr. Rosen said. 

The coin was sent to a coin authority, John J. Pittman, of 
Rochester, N. Y., who said it was a fake. 

An international coin doctoring racket was disclosed last week- 
end when two men were arrested in Vancouver. The RCMP and 
Vancouver police said the scheme involved lifting dates of coins and 
stamping on old dates to make the coins appear rare. 

They found hundreds of coins estimated to be worth up to 
$200,000 if treated and dumped on the market, Mr. Rosen said. 

Other fake Canadian coins known to dealers to be in circulation 
are the 1921 five-cent piece valued up to $500, and an 1893 round-top 
10-cent piece worth up to $1,000. 

Duped collectors have not gone to the police, because, Mr. Rosen 
said: ‘When a collector sees an item like the 1921 half-dollar, he is 
dazzled by the prospect of owning it and usually throws caution to 
the wind. Later when he discovers he has been bilked, he just hates 
to admit it to the world.”

COLLECTOR RETURNS AND 
ADMITS MAIL ORDER FRAUD 


A 23-year-old Newark hospital 
attendant who allegedly bilked 
rare coin collectors of $5,350 to 
finance his “lonely hearts” mar- 
riage to an Italian girl last night 
was indicted by a Newark federal 
grand jury on 13 mail fraud 
charges. 

Philip J. Aubin Jr. has signed 
a statement admitting the fraud, 
according to Assistant U.S. At- 
torney Sidney M. Franzblau. 

Franzblau said Aubin ran an 
ad in the Coin Collector, a nation- 
al magazine published in Anamo- 
sa, Iowa, last May and offered to 
sell rare coins to the highest 
bidder. 

“When he received a bid from 
a collector,” Franzblau related, 
“Aubin would write them and 
tell them they were the high bid- 
der and to send the money for 
the coins. 

“He owned no coins and pocket- 
ed the proceeds, after which he 
flew to Genoa, Italy, to marry a 
girl he met through a lonely 
hearts club. 

“When his money was exhaust- 
ed, he left his bride late last year 
and flew back to the United 
States.” 

Franzblau said Aubin at first 
blamed his troubles on a mythi- 
cal partner he called Isaac Gold- 
stein, who he insisted disappear- 
ed with the coins. The Newarker 
finally admitted to postal inspec- 
tors that Goldstein was non- 
existent. 

Aubin said he once ran a legit- 
imate coin collecting business in 
Los Angeles and used his know- 
ledge in the mail order fraud.
